Are Blacks being frozen out at 
the Franklin County Human Ser- 
vices Department? 

That question has spawned 
some concern from some Black 
community leaders who are rais- 
ing eyebrows about the hiring 
practices in the agency, and 
whether the Franklin County 
Commissioners are wholeheart- 
edly committed to affirmtive 
action. 

Rev, M.J. Mitchell, pastor of 
Pilgrim Baptist Church, and the 
dean of pastors in Columbus and 
the state of Ohio, is calling on the 
local branch of the NAACP and 
the Ohio Civil Rights Commis- 
sion to investigate allegations that 
“there is an effort afoot in the 


department to root out” Black 
officiuls in key positions. 

Rey. Mitchell recalls: “Thus far, 
according to Commissioner 
Dorothy Teater, only the most 
qualified person has been chosen 
for vacant positions, Of particular 
note is the fact that the only 
Blacks appointed to any board of 
commission have been as non- 
paid appointees.” 

Mitchell noted that he person- 
ally supported and endorsed 
Commissioners Roger Tracy and 
Jack Foulk, along with his fellow 
members cf the clergy during the 
last election campaign. 


He said the support was with 
the assurance that the Black 
community would not receive any 
special treatment; only a fair and 
equitable one at all levels of 


of county hiring practices — 


county government. Rev. Mit- 
chell said, “To date the assurance 
received from the county commis- 
sioners has not materialized. 

Mitchellealso noted that Com- 
missioner Teater has no record of 
appointing any Blacks to respon- 
sible positions. “And the recent 
statement concerning qualified 
Blacks has angered the clergy and 
the Black community as a whole,” 
he said. “To say that no qualified 
Blacks can be found for manage- 
ment level jobs is indicative of the 
insensitivity and the lack of com- 
mitment to Blacks in Franklin 
County.” 

Mitchell said: “It is apparent 
that the mentality of the Franklin 
County Commissioners is that the 
Black vote is unneeded and unne- 
cessary for election. Foulk had

Ronald Molton, 38, who is 
wanted in Cleveland for a 1983 
murder and other crimes, was

Police ordered totransfer Blacks to specialized units

U.S. District Court Judge 
James L. Graham ordered 
Columbus police last week to 
transfer Black officers imme- 
diately to specialized units such as 
SWAT and the helicopter squad 
that have long been predomi- 

nantly white. | 
“Graham’s ruling is long over 


due, Many Blacks were not given 
the opportunity to work in spe- 
cialized areas frequently in the 
past,” said Deputy Chief James 
Jackson, the only high-ranking 
Black police officer. 

“That was something that was 
controlled whether or not you are 
in the crowd,” Jackson said. 

In his ruling, Graham said the 


transfers will be to units in which 
Blacks have been “traditionally 
underrepresented.” 

The ruling is a part of the mea- 
sures to eliminate what Graham's 
predecessor, former Judge Robert 
Duncan, rules as racial discrimi- 
nation in the police division.

Whereas 12 percent of 
White men with AIDS are IV drug 
abusers or had sex partners who 
were IV drug abusers, fully 40 per- 
cent of Black and Hispanic men 
with AIDS fall in that category. 
Among women with AIDS, 47.8 
percent of White women were IV 
drug abusers or had sex with 
partners who were IV drag 
abusers, while 69.9 percent of

Statistics generated alarm among 
conference participants because 
minorities comprise almost 40 
percent of AIDS cases yet less 
than 2 percent of federal AIDS 
dollars have been focused on the 
prevention of AIDS in minority 
communities.

Friends of Homeless in need of substance abuse funds 


By JENNIFER E. SMITH 


Friends of the Homeless, 924 E, 
Main St.. a sanctuary for the 
“homeless—is-in-dire-need-of fund= 
ing for its substance abuse pro- 
gram gearéd toward remodeling 
the lifestyles of alcoholic and drug 
abusing citizens. 

Rev. Karen Flowers, the shel- 
ter’s substance abuse coordinator, 
Said, “We aren't just warehousing 
people, we are trying to set up an 
educational facility and counsel 
those who have substance abuse 
problems.” 

-Flowers said about 70 percent 
pf-Friends* clients abuse one or 
more intoxicants, and 65 percent 
of the clients are Black men: 

“If this were 25 years ago, the 
Black family would have taken 
care of these substance abusers, 
but because we have become sub- 
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urbaniles, we choose to ignore the 
Black family problems,” Flowers 
said, ’ 

“Where are the large churches? 
Where is the Black community? 
We need their help,” she said. 

Several small churches volun- 
teer their services and donate 
items to the shelter, Flowers said, 
but the shelter needs more help, 
especially from the large churches 
that are ina better position to help 
the community. 

Rev. Flowers, who has been 
working for Friends since Dec. 1, 
1986, has a bachelor’s of science in 
Psychology from Ohio State Uni- 
versity and is a certified spiritual 
counselor. She is also studying to 
be a Certified Alcoholism 
Counselor. 

Flowers’ position at Friends is a 
voluntary one, and is part of a 
government program, VISTA, 
Volunteers In Service To 
America. 

“Substance Abuse is ignored by 
everybody, an accepted part of 
society. Ten percent of our society 
has a problem (with substance 
abuse), said Michael Shearer, the 
men’s shelter director. 

The substance abuse program is 
staffed by professionals and uses 
behavior modification, group 
therapy and Alcoholics Anonym- 
ous meetings to aid its clients.

One of the staff members of the 
program is a volunteer Certified 
Alcoholism Counselor, John 
Gardineer. Once homeless and a 
recovering alcoholic, Gardineer is 
committed to helping others who 
are in the situation in which he 
was 12 years ago. 


“At one time I was sleeping 
under porches on High Street, and 
T thought there was no way out. 
There was no homeless shelter 
then. I am trying to set an example 
for our clients and I tell them ‘you 
can do it, I did it and look at me 
today!,” Gardineer said. 

The shelter, which was estab- 
lished four years ago, is funded 
mainly by the state and federal 
governments, and the United Way 
Agency, through the community 
shelter board. There is no funding 
for the substance abuse program. 
The board of directors has been 
unable to find an agency to fund 
the substance abuse program, 
according to Rev. Flowers. 

Each night, the shelter provides 
beds, bath and laundry facilities, 
personal storage space and access 
to donated food items to about 68 
men and 30 women, housed on 
separate floors. 

The residents range in age from 
18 to 74 for men, and 20 to 75 for 
women, Residents are permitted 
to stay in the shelter for up to 90

chools boss releases 
back-to- school plans 


Interim Superintendent Damon Asbury last 
week presented a progress report on the new organ- 
ization plan for the elementary and middle schools. 
He also announced goals and. objectives for the 
1987-88 school year. 

The new organization plan includes returning to 
grades K-5 in theelemcntary schools, the creation of 
15 new elementary alternative schools and six new 
alternative middle schools, and reopening six ele- 
mentary schools. 

“Overall, we are very pleased with the positive 
response we have received from parents as we have 
carried out various faces of the new organization,” 
said Asbury. “Its many components have been a 
real ‘plus’ for the district.” 

During the past several weeks, plans for three 
new-tesidential housing, development within the 
school district have been announced. 

Also, 296 new teachers have been chosenout of 
3,000 applications for positions in the district. This 
includes 45 additional art, music, and physical edu- 
cation. specialists for the conventional elementary 
schools, 

The Latchkey program, which provides before 
and after school care for elementary students, will 
be offered in at least 10 schools this fall. Last year, 
seven schools offered this service. 

In addition, the Columbus 
Instructional Model was well received by staff and | 
students this summer. Plans now call for 40 to 60 
schools to be involved in the program;! this fall so 
the teaching strategies developed during the 
summer practicum can be used by every member of 
each school’s teaching and administrative staff. 


One major componet of the new organization has , 


been the processing of student applications and 
assignments for the new alternative schools. An 
additional 7,700 students will be attending alterna- 
tive schools this fall. When the new schools were 
designed, district officials predicted it would take 
three to five years for all of them to achieve maxi- 
mum capacity and an acceptable racial balance. 
This had been the pattern in most of the district's 
alternative schools in the past when they were first 
opened. 

First year totals, however, show that 16 of the 21 
new schools already exceed 70 percent of capacity. 
Eighteen of the 22 elementary alternatives and 
seven of the eight alternative middle schools fall 
within the plus or minus 15 percent range of the 
district's 46 percent minority enrollment. Several 
new alternatives located within the predominately 
black community, including Cassady, Hamilton, 
Windsor, Linmoor, Champion, and Mohawk, have 
already attracted racially balanced pupil enrol- 
Iments. Only four elementary alternatives and one 
middle school alternative fall outside the range. 
They are: Fair (Arts IMPACT)--81 percent black, 
19 percent non-black; Fairwood (IGE-Individually 
Guided Education)--79 percent black, 21 percent 
non-black; Gladstone (Spanish Immersion)--83 
percent black, 17 percent non-black; Kenwood 
(French Immersion)--30 percent black, 70 percent 
non-black; and Mifflin Middle School (Interna- 
tional Studies)--64 percent black, 36 percent 
non-black. 

“As parents become more familiar with these new 
schools and their programs, the enrollments should 
become more racially balanced each year,“noted 
Asbury. 


Columbus Schools revise 


The two language immersion Schools show the 
lowest enrollments. Kenwood has 120 students reg- 
istered for the first day of school; Gladstone has 103 
students enrolled. Franklinton, a Literature Based /- 
Language Artw school, also shows a small enrol- 
Iment of 147 students. 

District officials expect the enrollment figures for 
the alternative schools to change for several weeks 
into the school year as new students enter the dis- 
trict. Although the application deadline for the 
alternative schools is past, parents who have not 
applied previously for one of the schools and are 
now interested, should contact the district's Alter- 
native Schools Office at 225-2630. Openings still 
exist at some of the schools. District officials also 
report that they have received: reguests from 68 
suburban parents who want to pay tuition and send 
their children to a Columbus alternative school. 

Another aspect of the new organization—the 
reopening of Eakin, Forest Park, Franklinton, 
Gables, Oakmont, and Kenwood elementaries—is 
on schedule. During the next several weeks, princi- 
pals in these schools will be holding ribbon-cutting 


In addition, 34 conventional schools received 
School Excellence Grants ranging from $1000 to 
$10,000 for the coming school year. A total of 
$200,000 was awarded to fund programs to 
improve student achievement and to encourage bet- 
ter home-school cooperation. ; 

During the week of August 17, parents will 
receive mailers giving them school transportation 
information for each child. Bus pick-up and drop- 
off locations and times are listed. ChiJdren, who 
walk to school will also receive a mailer indicating 
their school assignment. 

With the reopening of six schools, adding the 
new alternatives, and changing the boundaries of 
some school assignment areas, the district's Trans- 
portation Department has had to develop several 
new bus routes and schedules. 

“During the first few days of school, we hope 
parents will be patient as minor adjustments are 
made to bus routes and schedules,” said Asbury. 
“Also, parents should make sure their children, 
especially the younger ones, know their bus 
number.” 


Because the elementary schools are returning to 
K-5, some bus stops will also have more children at 
them than in the past. 


AS the new organization of the elementary and 
middle schools gets underway, the district plans to 
look at proposed changes for the district’s high 
schools this fall. The timeline for the high school 
plan calls for a draft propsal to be presented to the 
community in November. Community meetings 
will then be held to solicit input and reactions. 


Other major projects outlined in the 1987-88 
goals include: continue to improve academic 
achievement among all students; make state and 
federal programs more compatible with classroom 
programs; conduct a study of career leadder pro- 
grams for Columbus teachers; begin a CPSD Fund 
scholarship program; follow-up on promises made 
in the 1986 levy package; work with the community 
to address the needs of minority youth; and plan for 
the district's involvement in the 1992 Celebration. 


discipline regulations 


A review of revised discipline regulations for the 
Columbus Public Schbols was presented today by 
Columbus Board of Education member, Richard 
Fahey, during the Board’s meeting. Fahey is the 
head of the Legislative, Legal, and Policy Board 
Panel. 

A review of the discipline regulations was begun 
in November 1986 as a result of the Board's policy 
decision to eliminate corporal punishment in the 
Columbus Public Schools. The major changes in 
the regulations include: 

®cstablishing threats and challenges to fight as a 
reason for pupil suspension, 

®redefining “assault” to include actual or 
attempted striking, whether purposeful or negli- 
gent, of an employee, pupil, or visitor as a reason 
for expulsion; 

®climinating corporal punishment as a discipline 
option; and 

@putting the extracurricular code of conduct in 
the regulations. The code has very strict penalties 
which include an emphasis on treatment when par- 
ticipants in extracurricular activities use or abuse 
drugs or alcohol, ; 

“These revised discipline regulations reaffirm the 
Board's strong commitment to maintaining disci- 


pline within the schools,” said Fahey. “A lot of 
ambiguity has been resolved. The new regulations 
are clear, straight-forward, and understandable. 
They will give parents and students a clear under- 
standing of their rights and responsibilities.” - 

The regulations will be available in the schools in 
about three wecks. 

In conjunction, the district has made a commit- 
ment to helping teachers strengthen classroom 
management skills in its 1987-88 Goals and 
Objectives. 

“I have met with CEA President John Grossman 
and we will be working together to develop ways of 
meeting inservice needs of teachers in the area of 
discipline,” said Interim Superintendent Damon 
Asbury. “The data already indicates a concerted 
effort on the part of teachers and administrators to 
use alternatives to corporal punishment.” 

During the 1986-87 school year, corporal pun- 
ishment was used only 451 times. This was 1,548 
fewer times than one year ago, which represents a 
decrease of 77.4 percent. Suspensions also 
decreased by 3.2 percent over the previous year. 
Saturday School assignments, which are used in all 
district high schools and middle schools as a disci- 
pline alternative, increased by 6.5 percent.

Today, TAMMCO has over 350 accounts 


with annual sales at $450,000.00 


When the Praters began the business, they were in search of a satisfying, as well as, lucrative enterprise After sur 


veying the marketplace, they decided upon the trash hauling business. Says John, 


“We knew that there was always 


yoing to be trash and it would not only be a good business but an ongoing business. In addition, we wanted some 
thing more for our family, more than just a regular paycheck.” 


Jobn, with no experience in the trash hauling business, 
began the business at his residence on Whittier Street. 
He did all the work orders in the evenings and on week 
ends while he maintained a full-time job. 

Cassandra, on the other hand, handled the day-to-day 
operations of the business while she babysat in her home. 
She is now secretary-treasurer of the company. 

According to John, although there were other trash 
hauling companies, he and Cassandra felt they could 
do a better job. 

First, John purchased two trucks, one dump truck 
and one garbage truck. Parts from the two trucks were 
assembled together to make one packer truck, Space 
was leased for the packer truck in one area of town and 
tor the trash bins in another. 

As the business grew it became more difficult to 
keep the trucks and trash bins separated. Therefore, stor- 
age operations were moved to one location on Geers 
Street. 

In 1983, the business was expanded to include two 
additional trucks, In 1984, three roll-off trucks were ac- 
quired, as well as, the large rool-off containers. 

“Although we experienced some growth in the first 
couple of years, we could not afford to just go out and 
pyrchase, packer trucks. We would buy used garbage and 
‘dump trucks, buy the’ parts, and then have them as- 
‘sembied to make a (packer truck; there wasn’t any other 
way to purchase the trucks,”’ said Cassandra. 

TAMMCO struggled to make ends meet and to over 
come obstacles that plagued the company, such as bond 
ing and insurance. 

According to Cassandra, bonding ts and continues to 
be one af the most difficult obstacles they have faced. 
For example, in order for them to do business with the 
state, they have to be bonded. For one particular con 
tract, they posted a $10,000.00 cash bond until bond 
ing was secured. 

Another obstacle that the company faces is insurance. 
Both John and Cassandra agree that general liability 
insurance 1s tough to get and expensive, especially for 
heavy equipment (e.g., roll off containers and com- 
pactors). 

However, the Praters state that you can overcome 
obstacles by doing a good .job and being pleasant to 
people. 

In addition, organizations, such as, the Columbus 
MBDC are resourceful in dddressing these kinds of 
obstacles 

The Columbus MBDC helped TAMMCO to obtain 
bonding and certification with the City of Columbus 
that opened up doors for the company to become 
competitive. At a time when it was most critical to 
the well-being of the company, Mike Gordon, then 
City Administrator, and Art Broadnax, financial con- 
sultant, collaborated in developing 2 financial package 
on the company’s behalf. 

According to the Praters, “given the nature of our 
work, we rarely meet most of our customers person- 
ally, However, because of the quality of our work, they 
keep calling us back.” 

Although, the company started with small resident 


ial and commercial hauling, the majority of business 
today is commercial now. They have a diverse range 
of clients including the Barden Building, The Columbus 
Plaza, LeVeque Tower,’ Brickler and Eckler, W Lyman 
Case Co., 88 E. Broad Street, The Old Post Office, Dex 
ter’s, Pickerington Schools, City of Columbus and the 
Sequin Thomas Co. The company also provides services 
to Turner Construction, Bureau of Employment Services, 


Cassandra Prater, Secretary-Treasurer of THE GOAT, INC., 
dba TAMMCO REFUSE AND HAUL ING Company, manages 
the day-to-day operations of the business. 


The Ohio State Fair, and McKnight Construction 

In 1987, TAMMCO relocated all operations includ 
ing office facilities to 1660 Universal Road, Columbus 
It employs 12 full-time staff people including daughters, 
Tami and Angela, who work as computer operator and 
receptionist, respectfully 

The Praters did not have any specific reason for 
choosing the name TAMMCO, However, they did dis 
cover at the time of their incorporation request that 
there was another company with the exact name. In- 
stead of creating another name, the Praters renamed the 
company The Goat, Inc., dba TAMMCO, symbolizing 
the goat eats everything.

UNDERSTANDING THE NEEDS OF BANKS IN THE LOAN PROCESS

One of the most frustrating times a small business 
swher can encounter Is when~he or she is applying for 
a bank loan. However, with better understanding of the 
loan process and sufficient preparation on the part of 
the borrower, it does not need to be- - 

One of the reasons why smal! businesses have prob- 
lems in getting their loan request approved is that they 
don’t understand how banks evaluate potential borrow- 
ers. In this article, | explain what banks look for when 
evaluating 4 loan request, 

Barks are in the business of loaning money and most 
actively pursue new loan business. However, banks are 
businesses with stockholders and depositors. As with 
any other business, a bank’s main reason for existence 
is to make money. To ensure its business success, a-bank 
must limit its exposure to high risk loans. You only 
need to look at the headlines in the business section 
of the newspaper to find out about the problems banks 
have had as a result of bad loans. So banks have learn- 
ed, and sometimes the hard way, that they have to 
apply sound business principles when loaning money. 
Consequentjy, banks normally take a conservative 
view toward their lending practices in an effort to 
minimize risk 


HOW BANKS EVALUATE LOAN REQUESTS 


The bank’s primary responsibility in loaning money 
is evaluating whether the borrower can repay the loan, 
In making this evaluation, the bank will concentrate 
on four major areas; your character, credit history, 
ability to repay, and collateral 

/ Personal Character — With smaller businesses, 
bankers look more. heavily to the individual owners. 
The hanks will evaluate the character of the owners 
and are concefned about personal qualities (e.g. com- 
mitment, stability, integrity and reputation). Banks 
realize that a person who has these qualities is more 
likely to repay a loan than someone who does not 

/ Credit History — The credit habits of prospective 
borrowers are very important to a bank. The bank 
will mot only review the credit history of the business, 
but will review the: credit history of the owners, as 
well. Loan officers have told me’ that a poor credit 
record can cancel a loan request quicker than any- 
thing else. It is obvious that if you have a poor credit 
history, it will be more difficult to obtain a loan 

/ Ability to Repay the Loan — In evaluating the 
business's ability to repay, the bank looks at many 
factors. The first thing @ bank wants to know, is how 
profitable the business is. The bank also wants some 
indication of expected future profitability. Profit. 
ability 1s important bacause the bank is looking to the 
business's operation as the primary cash source for 
loan repayment. If a business is unable to demonstrate 


that st has sufficient profitability to repay the loan, 
the bank will not be interested im loaning it money. 

Another important factor is management's capability 
Here, the bank 1s concerned with the ability and quali 


fications of management and looks at the educational 


———emeemanenl 


background, management experience, accomplishment: 
and past performance, especially-as-it_relates to the cut 
rent business. Banks know there will be changing bus 
ness conditions which will challenge management 
capabilities. Therefore, the bank wants to have som 
assurance that the managers of the business have su 
ficient capabilities to Withstand those challenges 

Industry factors, such as, competition, strength c 
the company within the industry it operates, and th 
general strength of the industry are also factors th 
bank will consider. Banks realize that businesses.do nc 
operate in a vacuum. Businesses in a highly compet 
tive environment are more likely to experience diff 
culty than businesses which have less competitior 
Also, businesses in industries having high failure rate 
do not go unnoticed by banks. Consequently, bus 
nesses in industries, such as, restaurant and truckin 
have difficulty securing bank loans because these i 
dustries traditionally have had higher failure rate 
Aiso, businesses in industries that are experiencing 
major downturn like the gil and gas industry also hav 
Great difficulty securing loans. 


¥ Collateral and Guarantor 

A bank looks to be repaid primarily from the profi 
of the company. However, to increase its chances fe 
repayment, a bank also looks to a secondary source fc 
repayment. That secondary source is collateral and/« 
a guarantor. 

In the competitive and failure prone environmer 
of business, banks are aware that a business, no matt 
how promising, may not always succeed. That is wh 
banks want to ensure there is adequate collateral 1 
protect their position. 4 

Banks are also concerned about the type of co 
lateral. Collateral is something of value-(e.g., cash, a 
counts receivable, real\ property, inventory or equip 
ment). The more liquid collateral is) the better. Ther 
fore, a bank considers cash to be better collateral tha 
equipment. The bank also is concerned about the qual 
ty or value of the collateral, Receivables which at 
current are considered better collateral than old r 
ceivables. This is because older receivables may ha\ 
questionable collectibility. The same with inventor: 
A bank will closely evaluate the nature of inventory t 
make certain it is not obsolete or overvalued. 

In the absence of sufficient or adequate collaters 
the bank may also require a guarantor. A qguarant: 
is a third party that guarantees the bank that if 
borrower fails to pay, they will pay all or a sustanti 
portion of the required loan balance Examples of 
guarantor could be an individual, another company + 
governmental agency like the SBA 

In summary, your chances of success in obtaining 
bank loan are going to be directly related to your ab 
ity to address and alleviate the bank's perceived rt 
concerning repayment.

Drugs and the mayor 


The drug problems of two of Columbus Mayor Dana Rinehart's closest 
» advisers, executive assistant Scott Spriggs and chief fund raiser Richard 
3 Hillis, is a tragedy on several levels. 

-s> Of course, it is a personal tragedy for these two young men, who were 
shining stars in city politics. Their careers have been tarnished by the abuse 
of alcohol and use of cocaine. 

For Mayor Rinehart, who has no Democratic opposition in the upcom- 
ing election, the action of his aides may not have political ramifications, but 
At is certainly an embarrassment. Rinehart has been vigorously opposed to 

_ drugs; it was recently revealed he knew of their problems, but only recently 

took action to finally bring the problem to a head. 

What is sad to all of us, however, is the grip that drugs such as alcohol and 

_ cocaine can acquire on individuals. The dependence of Spriggs and Hillis on 

alcohol and cocaine has potentially wrecked both their careers, and exposed 
them to public shame. 

But we are convinced that there is something positive which can come 
from this tawdry affair. It vividly illustrates what Blacks have already 
known: alcoholism and drug abuse are not Black problems alone. The 
power of addiction knows no boundaries of race, gender, socio-economic 

, background, or political persuasion. 

** Now, the mayor must take steps to ensure that there is no repeat of this 

_ problem. If future aides have a problem of this nature, it is incumbent on the. 

; Mayor to deal with the problem swiftly, and fairly. 

4. Wealso wonder whether it is appropriate for a city aide to be paid his full 
\'galary while on extended medical leave. Unless the mayor treats all his 
4émployees this way, it is inappropriate to treat this situation in this way. 
Most importantly, this mayor must recognize that the problem of alcoho- 
hsm or drug abuse among city employees must be dealt with in a consistent 
fnanner. Spriggs (who is a city employee) should receive no better treatment 
an any other employee of city government. 

We hope that all parties — including Spriggs and Hillis — will gain insight 
from this sad case. And, we hope that they will also have sympathy for the 
many poor and Black people who find, in alcohol and drugs, escape froma 
life which is much more constricted and burdened than their own. 


Cheers for community action 


Gov. Richard F. Celeste has proclaimed August 23-29 as Community 
Action Week in Ohio. It has been done in honor of the 22 years in which 
Socal community action agencies have been serving the state's citizens, since 
Bthe 1965 creation of the Office of Economic Opportunity by the late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 

i In that time, Ohio's 53 community action agencies have performed 
yoeman work on behalf of the state’s poor. Community action agencies 
éperate programs in weatherization, child development (such as Head 
Start), nutrition and feeding, and education. 

Most important, perhaps, has been the unique role of the agencies as 
neighborhood advocates on behalf of the poor. Community action was 
___created with the idea of providing funding to the poor to advocate for their 
___needs and shape their destiny. 

Last year, the state’s agencies, which incorporate every Ohio county, 
“ assisted over 3 million disadvantaged citizens using $160 million in Federal, 
State and local funds. 

The state’s community action agencies have earned the support of Ohio’s 
citizens for their efforts on behalf of our state’s poorest citizens. We applaud 
them on their 22nd anniversary, and hope that, through their efforts, even 
more of Ohio’s citizens will be raised from the shackles of poverty.

On the other hand, 
however, Jerry Doyle, a 
Black man for standing 
up for his rights was fired 
on trumped-up charges. 
He has fought his case, 
nearly single-handedly, 
for years. He has won 
appeal after appeal 
against the Marzetti 
Company. 

The company’s wit- 
nesses in this case admit- 
ted, on appeals, that they 
gave false testimony in 
the original case to the 
Civil Rights Commission. 
Even Federal court has 
over-turned faulty judge- 
ment against Doyle and 
has demanded the case 
back to state court, where 
it still sits after three 
months. 

What is going on here? 
Jerry Doyle has lost his 
house, furniture, job and 
precious time fighting this 
horrendous injustice.

I don't know the precise percentage of the Black and Hispanic popu- 
lation in metropolitan New York. But anyone walking in any of the five 
boroughs would agree it’s greater than 5 to 10 percent. 

The substantial and growing under-representation of minority stu- 
dents is a matter of grave concern to many of us in the M.B.A. world.

Given the increasing numbers and the disposable incomes of our 
minority population, if 1 wer¢ running a firm, | think I'd fee] more 
comfortable knowing that my production and marketing decisions were 
not all being made by white children from Fairfield County (an affluent 
New York subutb in Connecticut) who got their B.A.s at Colgate or 
Dartmouth and their M.B.A.s at Cornell or Columbia. The “real 
world” we so frequently talk about isn’t comprised exclusively of people 
like them. 

Most universities and many corporations sincerely believe they are 
committed to affirmative action and to increasing minority representa- 
tion. But we are discovering that the problem is not as easy to solve as 
we had expected. Corporations thought if they endowed a number of 
M.B.A. scholarships for minority students -- and many did -- or if they 
made contributions to appropriate foundations, they were: doing 
enough. Likewise, we in M.B.A, schools expected merely to locate 
potential minority students whose test scores and grades indicated they 
could succeed academically, to make corporate scholarship money 
available and to let the students fend for themselves, 

But we've learned that simply throwing money at the problem doesn't 
necessarily work. What we all have overlooked is thal, to an increasing 
degree, all of the elite universities have been competing for the same 
small shrinking pool of people. The top M.B.A. schools recruit from the 
same select group of minority candidates, What we need to do is to 
increase the pool.

Transracial 


adoptions: 
hot topic of 
discussion

Transracial adoption has 
become a big topic of discussion. 
Both nationally and locally the 
topic is being debated and sum- 
marized. The famed Oprah Win- 
frey Show, 20/20 and even a local 
program airing on Channel 4 are 
bringing this hot topic to the fore- 
front of the community. 

So what is transracial adop- 
tion? Well, transracial adoption is 
the adoption of children of one 
racial background to families of a 
different racial background. 

Prior to the 1960's formal adop- 
tions were mainly for white child- 
ren, Black children and other 
minorities were fostered and 
adopted informally. Many adult 
minorities placed then don't have 
records of formal adoption today. 
Others were cared for by relatives 
and neighbors. 

Transracial adoption began 
when white familiq, interested in 
adoptiong couldn't easily locate 
white, normal, healthy infants and 


young children to adopt, The : 


myth (since statistics show Blacks 
adopt at a rate four times higher 
than whites) that minorities, 
Black, Hispanic, etc. would not 
adopt, stagnated efforts to recruit 
homes and contributed to the 
existence of large numbers of 
minority children in long-term 
foster care, with four minority 
children out of ten children avail- 
able for adoption. The issue of 
supply and demand ushered its 
way into the human arena and is 
having an influence on the place- 
ment of minority children in foster 
care and adoption. Increasing 
numbers of white families are 
pressing the issue of transracial 
adoption, with an estimated 
number of over fifteen thousand 
Black children placed in white 
adpotive families in 1979. 

The list of minorities opposing 
such placements include the 
National Black Social Workers, 
and the Ametican Indian Associa- 
tion. Both groups, among others, 
state the long-term needs of the

children should out weigh the 
white parents’ need to parent and 
a home with parents of the same 
racial background should be pref- 
erable. The opposing groups also 
feel that cultural heritage is being 
denied and issues of self esteem of 
the children ignored when 
adopted by non-minority parents. 

Books, major research’ and 
reports, have been and are being 
published on the issue of Transra- 
cial Adoption. Some reports show 
little or no difference to the self- 
esteem of children being adopted 
by Blacks or,non-minority cou- 
ples. Other reports say there are 
far reaching consequences to 
minority children who have been 
adopted by non-minorities, espe- 
cially in the area of self-concept 
and racial identity. 

Even some of the children 
themselves have varying opinions. 
The recently aired 20/20 program 
interviewed adopted brothers 
with different views, both Black 
and adopted by a white family. 
One was adopted at infancy, the

other at 9 years of age. Both 
agreed they had little contact with 
Black role models or Blacks in 
general as a result of living in their 
white home. Yet the struggle for 
each is different. As a result of 
being adopted in infancy Chris 
Shearer is just now at age 30, 
realizing his Black identity and 
beginning to feel a racial identity 
crisis his brother Mark hasn't 
experienced, Mark attributes this 
to the fact that he lived in a Black 
home up until he was nine. 

One of the most uncomfortable 
points for many Blacks and 
minorities is that white families 
are being considered over them 
and winning the placement of 
minority children via court cases 
in many areas. 

Michigan now has a law ban- 
ning the decision to place solely on 
the basis of race, resulting in a 
white couple being granted cus- 
tody of a male Black child over a 
Black family wishing to adopt 
him. 

Franklin County Children Ser- 


The Columbus Black Adminis- 
trators’ Association recently 
sponsored the annual Awards and 
Recognition Banquet at the 
Embassy Suites Hotel.

According to caseworkers, 
Rose Handon, many of the white 
families have taken childrén with 
problems and some of the adop- 
tions reuslted from a foster 
placement in the white home 
where there is a strong attach- 
ment. As the resources are availa- 
ble more minority children are 
being placed in Black or minority 
homes. 


Still with the surge of transra- 
cial adoption, a large number of

Before the verdicts were read, 
David Johnson, assistant county 
prosecutor, told the jurors that 
Waddy stalked the Neareast area, 
terrorizing decent citizens, and 
“he finally killed someone.” 

Johnson urged the jurors to 
find Waddy guilty of two counts 
of aggravated murder with death 
penalty specifications and 19 
other criminal charges. 

One of Waddy’s alleged victims, 
Muson, was slain in her apart- 
ment. “He (Waddy) broke in. He 


bound her (Mason). He strangled 
her. He’s guilty,” Johnson told the 
jurors. 


According to Johnson all of the 
crimes allegedly committed by 
Waddy occurred in the same 
neighborhood, near his home at 
801 Oak St. in the summer of 
1986. 

Waddy is charged with brea- 
king into a home on Bryden Rd. 
on May 17 and raping the female 
occupant. He is also charged with 
breaking into another home June 
27, stabbing a woman and ram- 


ming her head into a wall, accord- 
ing to court records. 

Waddy is charged with stealing 
a briefcase from the home of 
Michael Milligan on E. 19th Ave. 
July 25, and attempting to extort 
money from the victim for the 
return of the property. 

According to Columbus police, 
in the cases of the three women, all 
were tied, and red fibers were 
found in their bindings. A pair of 
red gloves made with the same 
type of fibers was found in Wad- 
dy’s home after his arrest, police 
said.

Prisons have become successful in urban settings

Editor's note: This is a second

With the bulk of Ohio prisoners 
residing in the medium security 
cilities across the state, Ohio's 
icgislature is putting millions of 
dollars in building institutions

rehabilitation, 

the push to build*prisons in 


Obio’s crest in 1982, when the 
late legislature authorized the 
spending of more than $600 mil- 
lion to build 13 new facilities, 
included a medium security com- 
plex in the Coit Road area of 
Cleveland, The Coit Road site has 
had the most sustained and organ- 
vation opposition of any of the 
proposed prison complexes. 

Those who have opposed the 
building of the prison call them- 
selves. Citizeris Opposing Prison 
Soe (COPS), The organization is 
) «sarily composed of-residen 
o .he Glenville and the _ollir 
wood areas. 

COPS has succéssfully used a 
number of avenues to delay the 
construction.of the 500 bed, 
medium security facility by con- 
vincing the City Council to sup- 
purl efforts to deny city services, 
and by filing suit against the state. 
Ir also convinced former guberna- 
torial candidate James Rhodes to 
(ake a controversial political 
stund against the prison. 

Arguing that building a prison 
in an already economically 
depressed residential area would 


rive property values down, 
increase the fear of crime, and 
block efforts in attracting other 


service oriented business from 
looking at the area, members of 
COPS want the effort to build a 
prison moved entirely out of 
Cleveland, 

“Most of their basic concerns 
are in error,” explained Robert 
Prosser, public relations director 
for the department of correction 
and rehabilitation. “We've con- 
cluded, based on studies from 
other states, that new prisons 
normally increase property 
values, increase the number of 
people using local businesses and 
are the key to bringing new jobs to 
people living in the community.” 


Adding that establishing a pri- 
son at a site increases the security 
of the surrounding area because of 
the large number of trained secur- 
ity personnel moving into the 
area, Prosser believes the Coit 
Road prison will upgrade the 
neighborhood. 

“If the employment record of 
our other new prisons around the 
state are any indication, then we 
will hire close to 90 percent of our 
personnel from the surrounding 
area.” explained Prosser. 

While the fear of prisoners 
«scaping from the Coit Road pri- 
son has been mentioned, state 
officials dismiss the possibility 
because of the system's already 
low record of prisoner escapes. 
The national average of prisoner 
escapes in 1985 was 60 inmates per 
state. In Ohio, only 22 prisoners 
escaped during the same year. 
Most of those were from min- 
imum security honor farms, where 
prisoners simply walked away. 

Also, since the Coit Road site 


will be a medium security prison, 
most of the inmates will be first 
termers, who have sentences of 
one to ten years. There will be 
some prisoners with longer terms 


who are transferred to the prison 
because of its location and their 
record of good behavior, but these 
would be a minority of the 
inmates, according to state prison 
officials. 

The new medium security pri- 
sons are high-tech phenomenons 
wiih electronically monitored 
doors, gates, fences and security 
personnel. Because of the sophis- 
tication of the prisons, officials 
believe there will be hundreds of 
thousands of dollars saved in the 
number of people needed to oper- 
ate the facilities. 

Reginald A. Wilkinson, a 
former Clevelander and the super- 


intendent of Dayton Correctional 
Institute, believes the new prisons 


are virtually escape proof. As the 
director of a new 480-bed facility, 
Wilkinson believes that his facility 
is an example that Clevelanders 
should look at before passing 
judgement on having a prison 
placed on the Coit Road site. 

“In the negotiation between 
Department of Correction offi- 
cials and community leaders, 
there was a 12-member advisory 
board formed to look at all of the 
issues involved in locating in an 
urban area,” explained Wilkin- 
son. The board is still active as an 
advisory council for the prison, It 
is composed of community, pri- 
son and law enforcement 
representatives.

Since there presently is no cure 
for the disease the only weapon is 
primary prevention. Unfortu- 
nately, health education interven- 
tions designed to reduce high risk 
behaviors have not focused on 
minority groups. Thomas believes 
that many Blacks and Hispanics 
hold the misconception that 
AIDS is a gay White male discase. 
As one Black youth stated “Name 
one famous Black or Hispanic 
who has died of AIDS?” Thomas 
stated that successful methods 
used to reduce the spread of AIDS 
among homosexuals will not 


work in minority communities 
and that the prevention of AIDS 
among minorities is directly 
related to the prevention of drug 
abuse. Dr. Thomas believes that 
the Black church can and must 
play a major role in AIDS educa- 
tion and drug abuse prevention.

Doyle still fighting for 
settlement in rights case 


BAYARD RUSTIN

Jerry Doyle is continuing his 
fight against discrimination, argu- 
ing that the pen -- and the xerox 
machine — is mightier than the 
sword, 

Doyle has been waging battle 
against T. Marzetti Company for 
almost eight years, ever since he 
was fired from the company for 
allegedly going to the restroom. 
Marzetti, a maker of salad dress- 
ings and other food products, was 
found guilty of discrimination by 
the Ohio Civil Rights Commis- 
sion in its dismissal of Doyle, but 
the compnay has been fighting the 
finding in court. 


Rustin remembered 
is ‘man of style’ 


Barbara Stovall, executive 
ector of the Southside Settle- 
ent House, remembers civil 
hts activist Bayard Rustin as a 
ian of style, dignity, poetry, and 
arm.” 

Stovall met Rustin about five 
ars ago when he appeared on a 
inel discussion at the center. 


Rustin died Monday in Lenox 
ll Hospital in New York. He 
d undergone surgery for a per- 
rated appendix and peritonitis 
st Friday morning. He suffered a 
art attack and died at 12:02 a.m. 
iesday. 

Rustin built a reputation on his 


ability to organize protests. He is 
best remembered for helping to 
organize the 1963 March On 
Washington and the 1964 New 
York School boycott. 

He is remembered as the organ- 
izer of the first Freedom Ride in 
1947, 

At the time of his death Rustin 
was co-chairman of the A. Philip 
Randolph Institute. 

Stovall of her remembrance of 
Rustin, “He understood that scho- 
larship and knowledge are power- 
ful weapons in the struggle against 
any form of tryanny. Our world is 
richer because he lived and our 
world is diminished because of his 
death.”

Doyle has since filed a $500,000 
lawsuit in federal court against T. 
Marzetti. Federal district court 
judge James Graham is expected 
to hear the suit in October. 

Since his legal troubles began, 
Doyle has distributed various pos- 
ters regarding the status of his 
case, and has appealed to local 
Black political leaders to assist 
him. Why? ‘ 

“I had no choice,” Doyle said. 
“Nobody would listen to me. I 
could have dropped the case and 
gave up, or fought.” And Doyle 
chose to fight. 


“It’s been a family fight, me, my 
wife, and my kids,” Doyle said, 
and it is a fight which he is contin- 
uing, despite the intransigence of 
T. Marzetti. 

Marzetti appealed the decision 
of the OCRC to Franklin County 


Common Pleas Court, which 
overturned the decision. How- 


ever, that decision was overturned 
by the Franklin County €ourt of 
Appeals, which remanded the case 
to Common Pleas Court Judge C. 
Howard Johnson, who replaced 
Martin, 

Johnson has had the case since 
May, but has not heard it. 

In any case, back pay for Doyle 
~~ which is now estimated at about 
$100,000 -- is rising. Doyle is seek- 
ing reinstatement, back pay and 
other benefits, which include res- 
toration of his home, which he 
says he lost because of the 
dismissal. 

Marzetti has made him no offer 
to settle the case, Doyle said. But 
he remains undaunted. 

“I can't stop them from messing 
over me,” Doyle said. “But if I 
pass out my fillers and let the peo- 
ple know what’s happening, 
they'll have to get off me. And it's 
working.”

“The basic question is whether 
there's a link between the kind of 
financial aid that's available and 
who finishes the doctoral study 
program,” Upton said. “The 
number of Blacks who finish is 
small, real small.” 

He will focus on Ohio. Pennysl- 
vania, Oklahoma and Florida - 
four of the 19 states with a history 
of maintaining separate Black and 
white universities. 

Although it is one of this group, 
“Ohio has never closed its doors to 


- ie Ohio State University has 
graduated more Black doctoral 
students than any basically white 
institution in the nation, He 
hopes to find out why. 

Upton will collect data from 
universities with comprehensive 
doctoral degree programs. Ohio 
has three: Ohio State, Bowling 
Green State University and the 
University of Cincinnati, There 
also are three in Florida and two 
each in Pennsylvania and 
Oklahoma. 

He then will compare the 1978- 
79 academic year with 1985-86, 


Black student$ in the (graduate) 
system and then track them to see 
how many finished.” 

He also will look at the amount 
of aid available, whether it was in 
loans, fellowships or grants, 
whether it was from public or pri- 
vate sources, whether it was tar- 
geted to minority students, and 
who received the aid. By statistical 
analysis he will try to determine if 
there is a link between financial 
aid and completion of graduate 
studies. 

This study builds dn Upton’s 
earlier work on behalf of the 
Southern Education Foundation 


ck graduates 


in which he sought to identify the 
determinants of black students’ 
participation in graduate educa- 
tion. That study, which Upton 
called “exploratory,” identified 
several important factors in grad- 
uate study, including financial 
aid, mentoring systems, environ- 
ment, poverty and certain institu- 
tional factors. 

Declining numbers of Black 
students in higher edcuation is a 
national phenomenon. Upton 
believes financial aid plays an 
important part in the decline. 
Since 1984, more than 50 percent
